For centuries the control of the Dardanelles has been • 
the cause of more or less trouble. The nations of Europe 
have permitted the Turk to control it because each na­ 
tion was afraid for any other great European power to 
get possession. With Great Britain contolling the only : 
outlets from the Mediterranean to the great seas, other; 
nations do not look with favor upon der controlling the 
Dardanelles and thus the entire Black Sea. 
But Great Britain’s control of Gibraltar and the 
Suez Canal has never in any way worked against civil­ 
ization and the advancement of trade and commerce. In 
our opinion Great Britain’s control of tile Dardanelles 
is to be preferred to that of the Turk or Russia as long 
as Russia is controlled by a few political adventurers. 
Objection to an Allied control is that divided authority 
often causes more trouble than if the whole thing is left 
to one nation. 
At all events, it is time to get the Dardanelles prob­ 
lem solved and the only, apparent solution is for Great 
Britain to have undivided control.
